Resolutions (filed by Messrs. Donato of Medford, Garballey of
Arlington and Sciortino of Medford) honoring Medford City Councillor
Robert A. Maiocco on his retirement after thirty years of public service; 

Mr. Binienda of Worcester, for the committee on Rules, reported, in
each instance, that the resolutions ought to be adopted. Under suspen-
sion of the rules, in each instance, on motion of Mr. Kulik of Wor-
thington, the resolutions (reported by the committee on Bills in the
Third Reading to be correctly drawn) were considered forthwith; and
they were adopted.

By Ms. Benson of Lunenburg, a petition (subject to Joint Rule 12)
of Jennifer E. Benson and Jennifer L. Flanagan for legislation to estab-
lish a sick leave bank for James Cooney, an employee of the Depart-
ment of Correction; and the same was referred, under Rule 24, to the
committee on Rules.

Subsequently under suspension of the rules, on motion of Mr. Kulik
of Worthington, the bill (having been reported by the committee on
Bills in the Third Reading to be correctly drawn) was read a third time;
and it was passed to be engrossed. Sent to the Senate for concurrence. 
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By Mr. Michlewitz of Boston, for the committee on Public Service,
on a petition, a Bill exempting certain employees from the Northamp-
ton retirement system (printed as Senate, No. 1894) [Local Approval
Received]. 

By the same member, for the same committee, on a joint petition, a
Bill authorizing the town of Framingham to continue the employment
of police officer Robert Tibor (House, No. 3792) [Local Approval
Received]. 

Severally read; and referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee on
Steering, Policy and Scheduling. 

By Mr. Kafka of Stoughton, for the committee on Steering, Policy
and Scheduling, that the following bills be scheduled for consideration
by the House:

Under suspension of Rule 7A, in each instance, on motion of the
same member, the bills severally were read a second time forthwith;
and they were ordered to a third reading. 

Emergency Measures. 

The engrossed Bill establishing a sick leave bank for Anne Fiesinger,
an employee of the Department of Conservation and Recreation (see
House, No. 3725, amended), having been certified by the Clerk to be
rightly and truly prepared for final passage, was considered, the question
being on adopting the emergency preamble. 

A separate vote was taken, as required by the provisions of Article
XLVIII (as amended by Article LXVII) of the Amendments to the
Constitution; and the preamble was adopted, by a vote of 3 to 0. Sent
to the Senate for concurrence. 

Subsequently, the Senate having concurred in adoption of the emer-
gency preamble, the bill (which originated in the Senate) was passed
to be enacted; and it was signed by the acting Speaker and sent to
the Senate.
